1. ATMOSPHERICS: 

ROC DEEENSE 

- AP STORY SUGGESTING ROC MIGHT PURCHASE ISRAELI JET 
FIGHTER, KFIR, PROVOKED MUCH EDITORIAL COMMENT LAST WEEK. 

MOST PAPERS ERONTPAGED MILITARY SPOKESMAN WANG YEH-KAI'S 
DENIAL ROC HAD EVER CONSIDERED BUYING ISRAELI AIRCRAET. 

CNA- WASHINGTON DISPATCH QUOTED STATE DEPARTMENT SPOKESMAN 
BROWN AS SAYING DEPARTMENT KNEW NOTHING ABOUT PROSPECTIVE 
ROC PURCHASE KFIR. LEADING DAILY UNITED DAILY NEWS (LIEN 
HO PAO, 420,000) WARNED INTERNATIONAL PRESS PRC CONTINUING 
VICIOUS "RUMOR OEFENSIVE" AS EVIDENCED BY REPORT OF ALLEGED 
ROC INTEREST KEIR FIGHTERS. EDITORIAL QUESTIONED AP S 
PROFESSIONAL WISHDOM IN CARRYING STORY WITHOUT CONFIRMATION 
FROM EITHER GOVERNMENT INVOLVED. ALSO NOTED LAST NINE 
MONTHS INTERNATIONAL PRESS HAD FALSELY REPORTED: 1) ROC 
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PRODUCING NUCLEAR WEAPONS; 2) ROC NEGOTIATING WITH PRC; 

3) CHIANG KAI-SHEK RECEIVED CIA PAYMENTS. ACCORDING UNITED 
DAILY NEWS, ALL THESE RUMORS STARTED BY CHINESE COMMUNISTS 
IN ATTEMPT DIVERT ATTENTION FROM SERIOUS TROUBLES AT HOME. 
EDITORIAL REGRETTED AP OBVIOUSLY "USED" BY PRC. 

FOLLOWING UP ON KFIR STORY ENGLISH LANGUAGE CHINA NEWS 
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(20,000) CARRIED MAJOR EDITORIAL ENTITLED "DEFENSE OE ROC." 
ACCORDING CHINA NEWS, ROC PREEERS BUY ARMS EROM U.S.; 
HOWEVER, U.S. SEEMS RELUCTANT PROVIDE SOPHISTICATED WEAPONS. 
THIS IS "POLITICAL RATHER THAN MILITARY DECISION." SINCE 
U.S. TRYING EASE TENSIONS WITH PRC, ARMS SALES TO ROC "ARE 
THEREEORE REGARDED AS 'SENSITIVE,' WHICH MEANS PEIPING 
MIGHT OBJECT TO THEM." THUS, WHILE ROC STILL REGARDS U.S. 

AS CLOSEST ALLY, IT MUST LOOK TO OTHER COUNTRIES AS WELL 

EOR ARMS SUPPLIES. AETER ALL, IT IS "OBLIGATION OF 

ANY GOVERNMENT TO PREPARE FOR EVERY POSSIBLE CONTINGENCY." 

U.S. EOREIGN POLICY 

- UNITED DAILY NEWS DESCRIBED CARTER ADMINISTRATION 
EOREIGN POLICY AS "CONEUSED." MUCH OF ACTIVITY, SUCH AS 
YOUNG'S AFRICA MISSION, VANCE'S MIDDLE EAST TRIP AND 
WOODCOCK'S VIETNAM VISIT SEEMS ONLY EXPLORATORY WITH NO 
REAL PROGRESS BEING MADE. WHILE CARTER HAS RECEIVED MANY 
FOREIGN LEADERS AND ENVOYS, INCLUDING THOSE FROM SOVIET 
UNION AND PRC, THIS MERELY PRO FORMA. PAPER NOTED SOME 
OF THESE MEETINGS NOT ONLY FAILED SOLVE OLD PROBLEMS, BUT 
CREATED NEW ONES; E.G., CARTER'S STATEMENT TO RABIN ON 
"DEFENSIBLE BORDERS" ACTUALLY SPOILED VANCE MIDEAST SWING 
ACCOMPLISHMENTS. YOUNGS COMMENTS ON CUBAN "STABILIZING" 
INFLUENCE IN ANGOLA AND UNDERHILL'S "LUDICROUS" SUGGESTIONS 
ABOUT PHILIPPINES SHOW GREAT LACK COORDINATION AND DISCIPLINE 
AMONG FOREIGN SERVICE OFFICERS. SOME OF THIS LACK OF CO- 
ORDINATION MAY BE BECAUSE SO MANY IMPORTANT DIPLOMATIC 
POSITIONS HAVE NOT BEEN FILLED. 
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AS FAR AS U.S. ASIAN POLICY WAS CONCERNED, HOWEVER, 

UNITED DAILY NEWS FOUND REASON FOR OPTIMISM IN U.S. DECISIONS 
HONOR DEFENSE COMMITMENTS IN THAILAND AND NOT MAKE HASTY 
WITHDRAWAL FROM KOREA. EDITORIAL OPINED U.S. WILL STAY IN 
ASIA IF DEMOCRATIC COUNTRIES THERE DEMONSTRATE UNITY AND 
SELF-RELIANCE. DESPITE THESE GOOD OMENS, CHINA REMAINS 
MOST IMPORTANT ASIA PROBLEM. U.S. SHOULD NOT ALLOW ITSELF 
BE TRAPPED IN DEADEND STREET OF NORMALIZATION PROGRAM, 
ACCORDING UNITED DAILY NEWS.
